about as remote' as 'the moon is distant 
from the earth. Yet after onlj' a year's 
negotiations the present government were 
enabled to lay before the local parliament 
a scheme which cnninionded itself to a 
largo majority of the members of that 
j^'"b6dj'; that schome was afterwards al- 
mo&t uuaniiuously endorsed by the parlia- 
niant of Canadar* This arrangement, 
through no fault uf the local guvernnient, 
has not been carried out in Us integrity. 
It will not be denied that the great and 
undoubted advantaLje of an Island railway 
has been secured ihruugli it; but there 
are two other [iwiiits of tho agreement 
which have net been kept — the drydock 
and the opening to settlement of the main- 
land railway belt. The Dominion gov- 
- ernnient have not kept faith v.ith the pro- 
vince and our esteemed cuntenipiirary 
blames the local government. By what 
course of reasoning he has arrived at that 
conclusion he fails to Siiy; but as the [ires- 
ent local g(jvernnient is his hiitf imir he 
doubtless imagines that it is tlie ciareet 
thing to abuse them in any uvent. W'hoii 
our contemporary's friends ^<-er'> i>! p">i'er 
he was wont tu anathematize the Domin- 
ion government for every blunder. With 
him nis government were never at fault. 
Every breach of faith, every failure, every 
appeal to England was duo to the ill faith 
of the Dominion— never to the stupidity 
ot the British Columbiagovernment. Now 
the reverse is the case. Every apparent 
failure, every hitcli, every misunderstand- 
ing is due to a want of intelligence or 
honesty on the part of the Smitlie gov- 
ernment. Strange "thcro should such a 
diti'orence be 'twixt twi^edleduin and 
twecdledeo. " 8tranL;e that a want of faith 
on tho part of the Dominicm government 
should assume a ditl'eront aspect toan"in" 
that it does to an "out." Strange that 
the local guvernnient should bo to blanio 
MOW for a fault which tlie previous local 
(»ovornniont, with the approval of our 
contemporarj', laid at the door of the Do- 
minion government. It is as much in or- 
der for our esteemed contemporary to 
attribute to the policy of tho local govern- 
ment the present drought as to try to 
make them responsible for the Fabian 
policy of the Dominion. .So far as thu 
Island railway is concerned tlie course is 
clear. The surveys are iiiiderweigh and 
tenders will soon be asked. But when 
we OQme to look at the condition of t he 
drydock and the mainland railway belt all 
is a blank. This ought not to be. A great 
government like that of the Dominion 
ought not to allow it to be said of thein 
with truth that they have failed to cany 
out ihoir obligations. Relying upon the 
bona lUles of the Dominion government 
many hundreds of immigrants have coine 
to the province iu search of land or work. 
Many have gone away disappointed. The 
Dominion government has it in their pow- 
er to remove the obstacles that are now op- 
posed to a full realization of the hopes of 
the country. That goveriiinont are alone 
to blame. The Sniithe government having 
perforined their p.irt in good faith the 
sneers, falHehood.s and ill-concealed satis- 
faction of our esteemed inuniiiig con- 
temporary will not cause a relaxation of 
•the efl'ortB to secure the carrying out of 
e.very iota of tho Settlement Bill. The 
bill is a bond and no man or set of men, in 
l)arliaiiient or out, at Ottawa or iinywliere 
else, will ever induce the Victoria govern- 
ment to accept less than tlie face of that 
bond. 

THE liOUltHETAX IN GERMANY. 

Recent advices from Beiliu have spoken 
several liiiK s of the ]n-ii]iiisi;d increase of 
taxation on eoiiialeiciiil opurutiona. The 
subject is causing sonu! cohiuiotion in (isr- 
mauy as the following ti.legnmi will show; 

"Bkhi.in, June The uyitation against 
tho increa.se of taxation j)roposu(l in tho 
German Reichstag is spreailing from this 
city to many other portions of the empire. 
In Prussian Saxony especially it is assmn- 
ing proportions which are deemed formiila- 
ble by the public nilthoritieH. In Saxony 
the outoi'y does not come mainly from the 
workingman, but tho people who are fore- 
most in fomenting the agitation include 
traders, nieroliauts, bankers and represen- 
tatives of other tiiiaiicially solid classes. 
They oppose especially the [)roposed ineomj/ 
tax, although they are also hostile to the 
projected taxes on luxuries and on specula- 
tive transactions.' ' 

The effect which an increased tax on 
Bourse transactions would have may bo 
judged from the result ofga similar law re- 
cently imposed on the Swiss canton of 
Zurich. It decreed that all operations in 
stocks should be taxed and that no uHicial 
quotation could be published without the 
sanction of a goveniiiieut ulliciir aiipniuted 
for the purpose, lie was also authorized to 
examine the brijkcrs books to ascertain the 
correctness of thi ir returns for purpose of 
taxation, Tin: j^stock brokers' were indig- 
jiant. Thi: law was claimed to bo coutrar}' 
to the principles ( if the c(jiistiturioii, as it 
interfered with the freedom of trade. A re- 
quest was made to tlni I'ederal Council to 
HUspend the operation of the law until an 
appeal could bo made to the Federal 
Tribunal, the highest autb.oiity on all con- 
.stitutional (luestions. The council refused 
to grant the request, and tho brokers ab- 
yeuted theniselves in a body from the 
Bourse. The authorities then forbade the 
local papers, under jieualty of a iini; of 100 
francs, to publish any list of stock (piota- 
tions pinporting to be ollieial. One paper, 
however, cleverly slipped over the ditliculty 
by hooding tho list with these wonls: '•This 
' 'th'oBgh correct, is not otVici'il." The im- 
mediate result of tho law was a dead loss to 
the community, for pending the decision of 
the Tribunal all th« trade of the „ Bourse 
was withdrawn to Borne and Basle cities 
that were conveniently near, so this attempt 
of tho legislatnre to regulate the all'airs of 
the exchange was a failur(\ (iermauy may 
find that tho law proposed by the RHielistuy 
' ■>..»« eqnolly unsuccessful iu itii results. | 



THE DOMINION LIQUOR LICENSE 
ACT. 

In deciding to be represented at I3ttawa 
in the liquor act matter the local govern- 
ment have acted with a proper regard for 
tho rights of tho province which have been 
invaded by the Dominion Liquor Li- 
cense Act. Every one must admit that 
there are too many licensed houses in this 
city. For many years we have battled 
against an increase in the number of li- 
censes and have been in a measure suc- 
cessful. But tho plan adopted by tho Do- 
minion government to chock the evil is 
believed to be unconstitutional and cannot 
be tolerated without an appeal to the 
highest legal tribunal. Hon. Mr. Davie 
loaves for Ottawa to-day to argue the case 
before thu supromo court thcro. If tho 
case should fail thoro it vvill be carried to 
the Imperial Privy Oounoil.

DEATH OF A HERO. 

Orowui»{jr of a Man Wliu Had 
Saved Fifteen Lives. 

A Haltiinoro tulegram .says: Cliristoplier 
Doyle, aged '.^■I years, one of the heroes of 
the Tivoli disaster, which occurred hero 
in September last, and by which Uli per- 
sons were drowned by the giving away of 
the wharf on the occasion of a Sunday 
school excursion, was drowned to-day in 
Curtis Creek while he and a party of 
friends wore out sailing. Tbe hat of one 
of the men blow overboard, and 
Doyle, who was an expert swiinmor 
jumped after it. Ho sank and did not 
rise to the surf.ice. The deceased was 
awarded the lirat prize, a costly ({old med- 
al* donated by tlie mayor and city council, 
as his horoism at the 'I'ivoli disaster, where 
he was the tirat to jump into the water to 
the rescua of the unfortunate, lie was 
standing near the Rev, Father Starr, the 
pastor of the church, when tho crash came. 
He a.sked Father Starr if it was right for 
him to take ofl' his clothes before the wn- 
luoii and children. Tho clergyman re- 
plied, "Go in, man, as God made you." 
Doyle did so and saved fifteen lives.

.\ Worco.itor, Mass., malpractitioner, 
wearing the iiamo of Franklin Pierce, has 
just been convicted of niaiislauyhter in 
cau.'dng llni death of Mrs. Mary A. Beinis 
of West Uoyhiton, Mass. , by packing hur 
in kerosene oil. Uo had previously ac- 
cused his victim of every morbid conditiiui 
known to his pathological re|)orliiry — 
gastro-bilious fever, typhoid fever, water 
about tho heart and erysipelas — and con- 
cluded tho catttlugue ol his crimes ccjii- 
corning hor by inclosing her in cloths 
soaked in kerosene until she succumbed 
to the treatment — that is, died. Tlio 
witnes.sea for tho defetice exploited the 
most ingeniously irrelevant testiiiiony,(ine 
physician swearing tlii'it alio would pro- 
bably have died anyhow before lung, and 
several persons stating that they Had nsod 
korosoiio in single instances of tho dis- 
eases as to which unhappy Mrs Boiiiis was 
incriminated, and without fatal result. 
Do^pito such valuable cvid.iiice, liowovor, 
the champion Wcjrcester jury wore out 
fittcou minutes only when they brought 
in the highly creditablo vordict above 
niontionad. Such instances, if frequent, 
arc oncourngiiig wlioii they do occur. 
There can bo no more salutary procedure 
in the practice of criminal law than the 
conviction of a few such medical cranks of 
maualaughter.

When evening comes there still remains 

a lot of work to do, but the owiiora mean 
to clean up the sluices tu-night; so, after 
a few minutes' consultation, two men 
climb out and go oil' to tho head of tho 
lino of boxes to turn tho water off, while 
the rest of us shut u]) our knives, throw 
away our spoons, and aro glad enough to 
lie around and do nothing but make idlo 
guesses at what the- re ulc of this day's 
work will bo, until tliu buxes are opened. 
At last the two ineu ooiiie hack, the clear 
stream of water ia no longer rushing 
through tho boxes, and wo ijather eagerly 
around, craning our nocks forward and 
shouldering each other for a place, while 
one by ono tho false bottoms, which are 
pierced with small round holes, aro taken 
out. Then is the supremo myiuont, and 
as each bottom comes up with a jerk we 
press closer still, and an "Ahl" of aatia- 
faction runs through the party aa the gold 
is exposed, lying in shining drifts and 
hillocks against the rilltes in tho true 
bottom of tlio sluices. How tempting it 
looks ! There is a good deal of black sand 
and a few pebbles mixed with it, but for 
the most part it is pure gold in coarae 
dust and nuggets running aa high aa $3 
and $4 apiece. 

Various guesses ara made at the moment 
while the opening goes on, ranging all the 
way from S200 to §1,000. But it lathe 
novice who guesses highest, for gold looks 
to inoxperiencod eyos much more than it 
really is, in dust form. When it has all , 
been gathered up and roughly weighed the 
$200 guess is found to be tho nearest, for 
it barely weighs a pound and a half, which, 
allowing for tho percentage of black sand, 
means about §250. Still §250 is good 
enough. Counting all the work that has 
been done on the claim, it scarcely makes 
§2.50 a day to the man, or not half the 
ordinary rate of wages in these parts. But 
the work which has taken so long has 
been done once for all, If to-morrow's 
clean up ^for t hero's anotliur good day's 
work here in tho exposed rocks) shows as 
much, it will make nearly §» for every 
day's work done. Then in three or four 
days there will come another clean up 
and So on, week after week, till all tho 
twenty acres jf claims aro worked out. So 
the uwntirs have ovury reason to bo aatis- 
fiod, A few days a^ju, it is true, four men 
took over 8,100 from a claim not far from 
here at their firat clean up,nnd have taken 
out nearly §2,000 in two more clean upa 
since. 

But on the other hand Twas yesterday 
offered a twenty acre claim, on which two 
men have been working two months for a 
plug of tubaccri. Fur souio months past 
too, I have occupied the same bunk with 
a gentleman from Portland, who came out 
two months ago with aa elaborate outfit, 
has prospected a score or so of miles of 
country, has sunk oightli-tlireo holes and 
a great deal of moiioy without finding a 
color of gold the whole time. To-morrow 
he goes back to Portland disgusted. So 
*!::8 will be accepted as good^enougiTheWs 
in camp, and as I tramped back to Eagle 
City I confessed to myself that in spite of 
the mud anl water, the heavy rubber boots 
and overalls and nil the hard work to be 
gone through there remains something un- 
deniable fascinating in mining, and the 
last half hour of a cleaning up with the 
first sight of tbe bright gold, raakea up for 
many things endured.

A Fiuauclal Adveutuirer— IIo\t 
He Came to Be What He Is. -

Undoubedtly Jay Gould is as perfect a 
apocimen of the modern financial ad- 
venturor, with i)lenty of brains, no 
conscience and (probably) much money, 
as can be fo^nd. . His iflotho^s for 
years past have been as bad as they 
. well could bo. His oool violation of 
every trust, his calculated and unscru- 
pulous eiiticoment of the j)ublic to in- 
vestinenc or speculation in worthless 
securities, his deliberate gutting of 
corporate property by the abuse of his 
powers as trustee, his cunning employ- 
ment of legal forms for purpose of sub- 
stantial robbery, his "rigging'' of the 
stock market, and his cynical indiffer- 
ence to every consideration of justice 
and fair business principles are, and for 
years have been, among the most 
powerful of the forces that have de- 
baacb«d a large portion of tlie business 
community of the country. His career 
is, as thousands of ])eople are Saying, a 
scandal and a shame to the nation. 
The helplessness of the law to bring 
him to account, the im[)unity with 
which he has committed a long series 
of gigantic operations that in point of 
morality are no better than the petty 
operations of the bunco steerer, are 
matters for which every American 
citizen may well blush. But the blush 
will not 1)0 the lighter if w(! stop to 
reflect that this wily man would have 
been utterly liarmle.'is if he had not 
had the unprincipled greed of his fel- 
low-citizens as the basis of his opera- 
tions, and had not been countenanced, 
supported, and, in a sense, justified by 
active anil direct association with men 
whom the comuumily believed they 
had a right to trust. When he secured 
the presence in his boards of directors 
of men who, by their repute in busi- 
ness or their conspicuous ddelity in pub- 
lic affairs, had won the confidence of the 
community, he got what was worth 
more to him than money. 

How he managed to induce those 
men practically to transfer that public 
confidence to him can only be inferred, 
but they may well ask themselves at 
this moment, when some of the con- 
sequences of tile transfer are coming 
home to tliem in the wreck of fortunes 
and fair rej)Utatiotis by which they are 
surrounded, whether the consideration 
they obtained was svorth what it cost. 
In making up the account of this 
./^TO5f^^iiln^pK^y \v^i','.'. li'h A-.^'iVi., such men as 
Robert Lenox Kennedy, J. Picrpont 
Morgan, David Dows, Ohai-los Francis 
Adams, Jr., Aloiizo B. Cornell, 11. G. 
Marquand — it is not worth while to 
extend the list — must be sot down as, 
in effect, the indorser.^ of bis drafts on 
the trusting public. They have beeu 
and are on boards of directors with 
him. They have been his business 
associates. Without the cooiioration 
and association of such men as these 
Gould would have remained the leader 
and companion of the vulgar sharpers 
of the Erie days, and the country 
would have suffered no such loss or dis- 
credit as beeu brought upon it. The 
most remarkable and the most deplor- 
able feature of the present condition of 
the country is tlio conspicuous lack of 
sensitive self resjiect among those who 
claim the respect of the public. Tlio 
feeling among men of standing that 
their reputation is to be sturdily 
guarded by the simple and proud with- 
drawal from unclean men and unclean 
things is not so strong as it was when 
communities were smaller and social 
ties were closer. Doubtless it will re- 
new its strength, for the development 
of tlie moral force of societies, though 
irregular, is sure, and will adjust itself 
to new conditions. It is precisely by 
these sudden and cruel upheavals that 
the truth is exposed and wisdom and 
honor are enforced, but in the interval 
a heavy responsibility rests on those 
who have permitted well earned repu- 
tations to be exploited by a notorious 
.scoundrol whose power over them lay 
solely in his capacity to make them 
richer.
